In an attempt to develop an al- 
‘ternative to the UPT, Gov. Longley 
has proposed LD 2022, An Act Re- 
lating to the Funding of Education 
as._a new School Subsidy Law. Un- 
der the Governor’s proposal the 
State still assumes at least 50% 
of the annually established basic 
cost of public education and the 
local communities, depending up: 
on their ability to raise funds 
through the property tax, would be 
responsible for the remaining 
50%. 

The Governor’s bill calls for 


the distribution of state aid to- 


each school unit in an amount to 
be deteYmined by what he has 
called the “subsidy index”. The 
“subsidy index” is simply a prop- 
erty tax mill rate which, if applied 
to all taxable property in Maine 
communities at 100% state valua- 
tion, would yield no more than 
50% of the basic cost of educa- 
tion for the year in which the 


_appropriation is made. The “swb- 


sidy index” would be used only as 
a basis for determining the level 
of State assistance each school 
unit would receive, Any unit which 
could raise more than their local 
school budget at the “subsidy in- 
‘dex” rate would receive no State 
assistance. In addition, the “local 
leeway” provision has been. con- 
tinued, which allows any. school 
unit to raise aditional funds at the 
local Jevel. 

* Aside from technical changes in 
determining educational costs and 


in local budgetary procedures, the , 


major difference between the Gov- 
ernor’s proposal and the current 
law is that the property tax at’ 
the local level is an optional tax. 
If a school unit does not choose 
to raise the local share of their 
education costs, they may do so 
without penalty. Since the local 
share to be raised from the prop- 
erty tax is optional, the contre- 
versial “pay-in” feature of the 
current law would be eliminated.
